as human nature is what it is wo may 
expect to pass through shadow and sun- 
shine, When he, came to Decatur he 
thought he never knew such harmony as 
existed in tho Christian church, but 
shadows and storms cumo, iiad now 
sunshine had broken out again and wo 
reioice in having a house that will ac- 
commodate all, whore rich and 
poor 


may come and hear the gospel. In all 
human affairs there is a God-side and a 
human-side, and my prayer is that our 
shadow may never grow less. 


J. R. Gorin was called upon and as he 


approached tho rostrum .Dr. Keller arose 
and said he thought he ought to intro- 
duce Brother Gorin, as ho know him 
when ho was thc pustor o£ the church 
years and years ago. Mr. Gorin. aaid he 
heard tho Ilrst Christian proachi;r that 
ever preached in Decatur and remem- 
bered tho old wood house w:hero he used 
to go nights to singing school, and re- 
membered all who preached in that 
church. I heard some talk about this 
Tabernacle, never saw inside of it until 
to-day, but had no idea it was us line as 
it in, In closing ho congratulated the 
society upon thc completion of so grand 
a venture. 


Dr. I-iains concluded the speakinlp 


with a tribute to Eldur Hall for his en- 
ergy anil good judgment. . Uuilor his 
management the church hail sprang to 
the front and was full of vigor, It was 
traveling at tho rate of sixty milos an 
hour, and didn't oven stop for water.

OK PICTURE HANGING. 


When You Arrange Pictures on 


the Wall, Do Not Hang 


Them in a Line.

Photography: 
The one thing which is 


unforgivable in hanging pictures is to 
•string1' them along the walls in a lino. 
Their lonliness is pitiable. Next to that 
crime is the one of arranging exactly 
symmetrical groups, suggestive of noth- 
ing so much as a lesson in geometry. 
Group pictures, group them gracefully, 
but don'r, when one has succeeded in 
making a graceful bunch on one side of 
the fireplace, reproduce itexactly on the 
other side. ' 


According to one who speaks with the 


emphasis of authority, delicately framed 
water colors are the only proper things 
for the drawing-room, magnificent oils 
for tho library and hall, and etchings 
and engravings for the dining-room. 
Meantime those who do as they pleaEe 
will continue to hang their etchings, 
water colors and oils exactly where they 
will gain most pleasure from them, tak- 
ing care only not to place side by side 
ridiculously inharmonious things. 


The smaller tho picture or the more 


full of detail, the nearer the level of the 
eye it should be hung. Sometimes two 
parallel wires are brought straight up to 
separate hooks on the picture moulding, 
out generally the old fashioned angle of 
wire is made. Gold and silver wires arc 
;enerally used, but it is said that small 
eteeJ and iron chains are to be used this 
winter for hanging dark framed engrav- 
ings and etchings. Some of tho daintier 
pictures, instead of being hung from the 
moulding, have wires stretched tight 
across the back and arc caught invisibly 
on small screws.

President McBride as- 
sured him that nothing of the kind 
should be done if he could prevent it, 
and he at once telegraphed the local 
presidents at Conlton and Wellston, 
0., advising them of the report and 
urging them to prevent any such ac- 
tion. 


"Stop this kind of work," said he, "or 


we are defeated."

Immensity of the Product in the 


State-17,000,000 Tons 


a Year. 


In the Globe-Democrat it is stated 


:hat the groat strike of coal miners has 
about reached its limit in Illinois. Only 
a few small mines are being now opor- 
dted. and of the 25.000 miners in 
the 


state fully OS per cent are idle awaiting 
the result of the strike, 
few people 


recognize the importance of the coal 
industry in Illinois, and still fewer know 
that more bituminous coal is produced 
in this state than in any other state in 
tho 
Union, 
Pennsylvania excepted. 


The great central coal Held takes in 
nearly all of Illinois—all of it in fact 
from Ottawa south—the southwestern 
section of Indiana, and a small part of 
Western Kentucky, and produces an- 
nually about 22,000.000 tons of bitumi- 
nous coal. 
Of this Illinois alone pro- 


duces 17,000,000. so large a proportion that 
this great field is; commonly known as the 
Illinois field. About one-third of the 
annual report of the Bureau of Labor 
Statistics of the state is devoted to the 
coal industry, and from the lust volume 
issued by the commissioners some sta- 
tistics have boon obtained, which, when 
read in connection with the trreat strike, 
prove very interesting. From this re- 
port it appears that coal is mined in 55 
of the 102 counties, and that there arc 
S:W producing mines in the state. These 
produced in 1S92 17.S02.27C tons of coal 
of i.!l snides. When one is told that it 
would tuke SiKi.ll.'J cure holding 21) tons 
each to carry this product, and that 
these cars would make a train 11.109 
miles in length—almost long enough to 
reach half-way around the world- then, 
and only then, one can begin to appre- 
ciate the immensity oC the coal produc- 
tion of Illinois. There are .TJ,G.'i2 men 
and boys employed in these mines, of 
whom 23,321 are minors, and to assist 
the manual and mechanical power h'OO,- 
000 kegs of powder are usctl annually, 
Th? average price piail per ton fur hand 
mining in 1S'J2 was 72c. and the average 
home value of the coul was 81.02. the 
aggregate value of the product of the 
stole being @lti,243,G45.

The "Locusts" Again. 


W. E. Curtis in the Chicago Record, 


ivriting from Washington City, says: 


The two broods of cicadas are sup- 


posed to be the same, with a dormant 
period of seventeen years in the north 
[ind thirteen in the south, the periods 
being divided almost exactly upon the 
famous Mason and Di.von's line. To de- 
termine this fact an experiment was 
made with great care in 1881. Several 
bushels of the larva: of the thirteen-yea:- 
cicadas were secured in the south'and 
planted at certain points in the north- 
ern states, at Ithaca. N. Y., Lafayette, 
Ind., Ames, Iowa, and at other places 
where there are scientific institutions. 
They were placed under fruit trees, 
which were carefully labeled with metal 
tags and a record was kept. The same 
year larva; were gathered in the north 
and planted at Selma, Tuscaloos;i and 
Mobile, Ala.; Macon. Ga., and at the ag- 
ricultural college of Mississippi with 
similar care and it will be determined 
this year whether the climate has any 
effect upon their periods of reappearance. 


No one knows why they come in thir- 


teen and seventeen years, further thau 
that it is the law of nature. There are 
insects whose larva: lies dormant seven 
years; the June bug requires three years, 
and the blow-fly only a few Jays: but the 
'•seventeen-year locust,1' as it is famil- 
iarly known, has the longest larva; period 
known. 


Didn't Kill the Deer. 


One of the Decatur papers has inti 


mated that a farmer, a stranger in the 
county, had killed the last of the two 
Riverside Park deer at some point be- 
yond the river. To-day while in the citj 
Dr. W. T. Aikin, late of Chicago, who 
lately bought 40 acres of land 2% miles 
southeast of the city, overheard a con- 
versation which led him to believe that 
some people might have thought that he 
had done the shooting. Dr. Aikin re- 
members that he heard a shot fired as 
he passed along the road, but he has 
furnished abundant evidence that he 
did not do the shooting. Dr. Aikin is a 
physician of na'tional reputation, is a. 
veteran of the late war, End is a. lin- 
guist, speaking Greek, Latin, German, 
French and Spanish fluently. He' U. 
the author of numerous scientific works;. 
He feels hurt that anybody should for a 
moment think that he shot the deer. 
He does not carry weapons of any kind, 
and has not tired off a gun or revolver, 
since the war closed.
